It will replace what was a 
“temporary" leased facility 
opened on Canada Day 2001, 
months after the City of Iho- 
rold divorced itself from a 
shared-use-facility arrange¬ 
ment in St. lohns with the 
Town of Pelham. 

“This is a long time com¬ 
ing,” Mayor Dave Augustyn 
said Thursday, just moments 
before he, architects and fire¬ 
fighters broke ground for the 
Cream St. project north of 
Sixteen Rd., and just around 
the corner from firefighters' 
present cramped quarters. 

“Right now it’s like a sar¬ 
dine can in there,” fire Chief 
Bob Lymbumer said after the 
ceremonies.

Niagara to host 
Canadian conference

T he City of Niagara Falls and Niagara 
Region are about to host the largest 
conference ever held in Niagara. It is the 
Federation of Canadian Municipalities 
(FCM) conference bringing mayors, coun¬ 
cillors, reeves, wardens and other officials 
and staff from all Canadian provinces and 
territories. In addition, it is customary to 
have some international guests. The con¬ 
ference will take place at the Scotiabank 
Convention Centre in Niagara Falls with 
delegates booked at several major hotels. 
Over 2,000 participants are expected for 
this four day event from May 30 to June 
2. The application made for this confer¬ 
ence goes back to 2008 and it was the 
first conference booked at the Scotiabank 
Convention Centre. The FCM Niagara team 
has put considerable effort into the provi¬ 
sion of advanced information to encourage 
stays prior to and after the event. 

The kickoff event is the Mayor and Chair 
Welcome. The venue will occupy the entire 
Tablerock facility where all four Tablerock 
attractions will be available for delegates 
and companions as well as the view of the 
falls. Nightime illumination and a fireworks 


display should be spectacular. The Sunday 
gala will be held at the Fallsview Casino. 
WEGO passes will be available for dele¬ 
gates and companions and we are work¬ 
ing to obtain passes to regional buses as 
well to allow everyone to explore Niagara. 
There are plenary sessions and workshops 
at the Scotiabank Centre as well as a large 
trade show for the first two days of the con¬ 
ference. Study Tours and Companion Tours 
are provided for those wanting to explore 
Niagara outside the convention Centre. 

Companion Tours are designed for the 
partners of the elected officials to savour 
Niagara while their partners are at work¬ 
shops, plenary sessions, trade show or study 
tours. There are twelve companion tours 
over Friday and Saturday. Tours will take 
participants throughout Niagara to enjoy 
the scenery, historical locations, wineries, 
floral displays, orchards and water adven¬ 
tures. White Meadows Farm is the loca¬ 
tion for a luncheon break It has been my 


ideas ftom these toms to take a break on 
Sunday to bring their delegate partner 
to enjoy Niagara outside Niagara Falls. 

Study Toms are 23 in number with all but 
two developed by the Niagara FCM team. 
By the design of study toms, there needs to 
be a showcase facility that allows an horn 


or more for exploration. To this end we 
include venues such as the Niagara Inter¬ 
active media centre, several Niagara Parks 
locations, the recycling centre and Brock's 
Bioscience Centre. Two lakefront enhance¬ 
ment toms will cover both Lake Ontario 
and Lake Erie communities. Walker Broth¬ 
ers will feature a tom on aggregates, waste 
management, composting and gas collec¬ 
tion. Heartland Forest, Niagara College, 
the Queen Street District in Niagara Falls, 
Ball’s Falls and the EMS centre will be fea¬ 
tured. Henry of Pelham in StCatharines 
and Pelham will feature a vine to wine tom. 
Lastly, there will be a tom of the Walk¬ 
er’s Creek facility, the McBain Centre and 
the Boys and Girls Club in Niagara Falls 
and the Niagara Regional headquarters. 

Pelham does not have major educational 
or governmental facilities located within its 
boundaries, nor does West Lincoln. To pro¬ 
file these communities, for the first time 
ever, we are planning onboard programs 
to showcase enroute to and from the study 
tom venues.

First quarter home sales edge down 


nit sales of residential properties 
in Pelham dropped 14% during 
the First Quarter of this year compared to 
the same time frame last year. According 
to MLS* system reports of the Niagara 
Association of REALTORS* there were 
43 sales in Pelham so far this year down 
from the total of 50 sales reported during 
January-March 2013. 

The slow down corresponds directly with 
the prolonged winter season that seems to 
have caused even the most ardent home- 
buyer to postpone house-hunting activities. 

Interestingly enough the cold spring 
weather has not impacted sales results in 
the Rose City. First Quarter sales in the City 
of Welland were up 15% over last year with a 
total of 157 sales recorded compared to 136 



In fact, Welland was the only one of 
Niagara's major cities to experience a 
sales surge during the month of March. 
StCatharines with sales of 168 is down 6.7% 
from last year's March total of 180 units and 
in Niagara Falls unit sales dropped 27.7%, 
from a total of 108 transactions reported in 
March 2013 to 78 units during March 2104. 

There were 70 March sales reported this 
year in Welland up 22.8% from last year’s 


total of 57 units sold. Pelham’s March total 
of 17 transactions represents a 37% slide 
from last year’s tally of 27 units sold. 

In Pelham the 12 month average sale 
price was $347,786 - a spike of 5.4% from 
the March 2013 level of $330,034 but down 
slightly from the figure of $349,931 recorded 
in February 2014. In Welland the March 
2014,12 month average price was $187,097 
virtually no change from last year's $187,270. 

The month of April will be an impor¬ 
tant indicator of sales predictions for the 
remainder of the year. Should sales con¬ 
tinue to slide in Pelham, you can expect a 
corresponding cool down in average price 
growth during the Spring market season.

Residents pay 
exorbitant fees to 
get medical records 


L ate in 2013, several Ontario MPPs 
spoke about the need to pass a 
regulation to protect Ontario resi¬ 
dents from having to pay exorbitant fees 
to access their own medical records. 

Yet here we are in April 2014 and the 
problem hasn't been fixed. 

Worse, the Ontario Liberal govern¬ 
ment has known about this problem 
since at least 2006, when a regulation 
limiting fees was proposed but never 
proclaimed as law. 

In 2008, Ontario’s information and 
privacy commissioner, Ann Cavoukian, 
publicly asked the government to regu¬ 
late fees patients were charged to obtain 
copies of their health records. 

In 2010, Liberal MPP David Caplan, 
a former Ontario health minister, put 
forward a private member's bill on this 




so busy to deal with such a 
small problem. 

After all, who really cares what we 
have to pay to obtain a copy of our own 
medical files? 

Well, just wait until one of your doc¬ 
tors retires and you have topay$200to 
have your file retrieved. 

Or wait until you need some records 
for a personal injury case and have to 
pay $120 for nine pages of notes, or $350 
for sixpages. 

How about $500 for a five-page print- 

t of notes, or $100 for a three-page 


page su , , 

your pharmacist? 

These just a few of the examples 
provided by Liberal MPP Bob Delaney 
at Queen’s Park in late 2013 when he 
demonstrated the need for a regulatory 
remedy. 

The numbers are all over the place 
because there’s no law governing what 
custodians of medical information can 
charge. 

Many take advantage of this regulatory 
gap to gouge patients or customers. 

Usually, the medical records are 
sought by a lawyer for purposes of a 
lawsuit. 

Lawyers don’t care about the amounts 
charged because it’s theft clients who 
have to pay for these-out-of-pocket 
disbursements. 

Often, these amounts are reimbursed 
by an insurance company as part of a 
settlement. But not always. 


Medical records may be required to 
process a disability claim, to apply under 
the Ontario Disability Support Program, 
i apply for social assistance under 


Often people with disabilities have 
lengthy medical records, resulting in 
large fees. 

Not all medical professionals over¬ 
charge their patients, nor does every 
pharmacist, but there's no excuse for this 


Some professionals will reduce their 
fee if asked by their patients, but why 
should anybody be put in that position? 

Many hospitals charge reasonable 

Sunnybrook Health Sciences Centre 
has an electronic records system and 
allows patients to access and print many 
records online, without a fee. 

This issue doesn’t apply to situations 
where professionals are asked to prepare 
reports or provide a summary of records. 

Professionals are entitled to be fairly 
compensated for these tasks, although 
too many charge excessive amounts for 
them, thinking an insurance company 
will pick up the tab. 

Personal injury lawyer Roger Foisy has 
long advocated for government regula¬ 
tion, pointing out an Ontario Medical 
Association recommendation that physi¬ 
cians charge $30 for the first 20 pages 
and 25 cents for additional pages is not 
normally followed. 

He also points out the OMA rec¬ 
ommendation doesn't apply to 
clinics that employ chiropractors or 
physiotherapists. 

According to Foisy, the excessive fees 
impact clients’ net setdement values 
and increase costs for insurance com¬ 
panies thereby contributing to higher 


While the Ontario government is oth¬ 
erwise occupied and apparently unable 
to proclaim a simple regulation — after 
all there must be so many stakeholders 
who have yet to be consulted — there is 
something you can do if faced with an 
exorbitant bill for your medical records. 

First, ask to have the fee reduced. If 
you don't want to do that or it doesn't 
work, you can file a complaint with 
Ontario's (or your own province’s) 
Information and Privacy Commission. 

If they believe the fee is too high they 
can intercede and have the fee reduced.
